WHEREAS, The City of Fort Wayne in 1987 completed 
collective bargaining with The Fort Wayne Patrolmen's Benevolent 
Association, Local 15 ("Union"), which represents all patrol 
officers of The City of Fort Wayne below the rank of sergeant; 
and; 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of The City of Fort 
Wayne did on the tenth day of February, 1987, pass and 
adopt Special Ordinance No. S-22-87, ratifying and approving 
all provisions of the collective bargaining agreement between 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and The Fort Wayne Patrolmen's 
Benevolent Association, Local 15; which Special Ordinance 
was subsequently approved and signed by The Mayor on the 
eleventh day of February, 1987; and, 

WHEREAS, Special Ordinance No. S-22-87, as well 
as the collective bargaining agreement, provided for an 
additional four percent (4%) increase of the base pay 
effective January 1, 1988, to be subsequently ratified 
and approved by the Common Council and, 

WHEREAS, this Ordinance is necessary to establish 
and ratify such compensation for the year 1988. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Effective January 1, 1988, the base 
pay for patrol officers is increased by four percent (4%) 
from $21,786.28 to $22,657.73. The eighty percent (80%), 
ninety percent (90%) and ninety-five percent (95%) of base 
for the first, second and third year officers, respectively, 


is maintained. The wages for such officers for the year

First year officers - $18,126.19 
Second year officers - $20,391.96; 
Third year officers - $21,524.85. 
SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary
